MINUTES 


Chairman Pastor opened the meeting at 2:35 p.m. 


Chairman Pastor read to the Delegation a letter from the County 
Commissioners requesting supplemental appropriation in the amount of 
$242,442.08. The reasons for the supplemental appropriation were as 
follows: 


— $90,000 additional funds needed to complete a new sand and filter 
sewerage beds at the new house of correction 


— $5,442.08 needed to compensate the net loss after insurance pro- 
ceeds due to the fire and riot at the Valley Street Jail 


— $147,000 increase in workmen’s compensation insurance. 


Chairman Pastor recognized Rep. Winn for a motion. 


Rep. Winn moved that the Hillsborough County Delegation approve a 
supplemental appropriation in the amount of $242,442.08 and that funds 
available to the County in the amount of $72,467.34 be applied to the above 
sum and the balance of $169,974.74 be charged against next year’s budget, 
if surplus is not sufficient. The motion was seconded by Rep. Brack. 


Rep. Eliot Ware spoke against the motion stating that he disagreed with 
the workmen’s compensation part of the supplemental appropriation. 


Rep. Spirou moved the question and it was seconded by Rep. Edward 
Smith. Rep. Spirou withdrew his motion. Rep. Smith withdrew his second. 


Rep. Richard Galway questioned the possibility of recouping funds 
from individuals who were responsible for the fire at the Valley Street Jail. 
Mr. Richard Roulx responded to his question. 


Rep. Cronin questioned whether or not the workmen’s compensation 
insurance would be jeopardized if the supplemental appropriation was not 
passed. Mr. Roulx responded to his question. 


Rep. Ahrens moved to divide the question, voting on each part of the 
supplemental appropriation separately. The motion was seconded by Rep. 
Ware, and on a voice vote the motion passed. 


Chairman Pastor restated the question in three separate parts. 


It was moved and sufficiently seconded to appropriate_ $90,000 in 
additional funds needed to complete the new sand filter sewerage beds at the 
new house of correction. 


Rep. Sullivan asked a question. 

Rep. Spirou spoke in favor of the motion. 

Rep. Carragher moved the question, it was sufficiently seconded and 
the motion passed. 


On the motion to approve $90,000 for the sewerage beds, on a voice 
vote, the motion passed. 


It was moved and seconded to appropriate $5,442.08 to compensate for 
the net loss after insurance proceeds due to the fire and riot at the Valley 
Street Jail. On a voice vote, the motion passed. 


It was moved and seconded to appropriate $147,000 increase in work- 
men’s compensation insurance. 

Discussion.

Rep. Horan spoke against the motion and in favor of postponing action 
until more information could be received. 

Rep. Mason spoke in favor of the motion. 

Rep. Dolbec moved the question and it was sufficiently seconded, and 
the motion passed. 


On the motion to approve $147,000, an increase in workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance, on a voice vote the chair was in question and a division 
was requested. On a show of hands vote there were 51 voting in the affirma- 
tive and 26 voting in the negative; the motion passed. 


Rep. Dolbec moved to apply $72,467.34 of funds available to the 
County against the supplemental appropriation and the balance of 
$169,974.74 to be charged against next year’s budget if the surplus is not 
sufficient. Rep. Sweeney seconded the motion. On a vote the motion passed 
unanimously. 


It was moved and sufficiently seconded that the meeting adjourn.

The Chair then recognized Rep. Rita Brack for the purpose of a 
motion. 

Rep. Brack moved that the Hillsborough County Delegation in Conven- 
tion approve the Hillsborough County Budget for F/Y 1983 in the amount 
of $19,094,098 and that $10,351,498 be raised in County taxes. The motion 
was seconded by Rep. White. 


Rep. Russell requested a 5 minute recess for the purpose of a caucus. 
The Chair granted the request. 


Following the recess, the Chair recognized Rep. Craig for the purpose 
of an amendment. 

Rep. Craig moved that the $150,000 appropriated for the purpose of a 
contingency fund be deleted from the proposed F/Y 1983 budget, reducing 
the budget to $18,944,098 and reducing the amount necessary to be raised by 
taxes to $10,201,498. The motion was seconded by Rep. Carswell.

such funds be expended in accordance with the provisions of the laws 
governing County expenditures. The motion was seconded by Rep. Brack.

Rep. Kaklamanos moved that the Delegation authorize the Jail Study

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ANNUAL REPORT — BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, the Hills- 
borough County Board of Commissioners herewith submits its annual 
report. 


The Board of Commissioners this year held regular meetings on each 
Wednesday at 9:30 a.m. and held meetings at many other times when they 
were deemed necessary. Meetings were held at all of the County’s facilities 
sO as to insure the Boards desire to meet with employees and also carefully 
monitor all of the County’s facilities. 


This year, the Board once again was forced to tighten the belt on 
County spending, it regrets that in order to do this, employee lay-offs did 
result in some departments. The Federal cut backs along with the financial 
problems of the State of New Hampshire, placed an undue hardship on the 
County in the areas of corrections where population jumped due to the 
phase down of the Youth Development Center and the State Hospital. The 
failure of the State of New Hampshire to come up with necessary funds for 
its elderly needy programs placed the hardest burden on the County proper- 
ty taxpayer. Hillsborough County was faced with an estimated 3.1 million 
dollars in Federal and State pass downs. However, the Board managed to 
hold the budget increase to 12.1 percent, higher than the previous years, but 
a lot lower than had been anticipated by many only because of its ability to 
hold the line on County expenses, and the increased revenue generated by 
most of the revenue producing departments under the Board’s immediate 
control. 


A major area of concern and one which the Board addressed along with 
the capable assistance of members of the County’s Jail Study Committee, 
was the 80 year old County Jail. The County Jail Study Committee recom- 
mended the construction of a new facility to replace the jail and old portion 
of the House of Correction in Grasmere, the Committee’s recommendation 
for architectural fees narrowly missed passage at the Delegation Meeting 
held in June, however, the vote is re-scheduled for the month of October 
and with additional information forthcoming from the Committee, it is 
expected to pass. 


The County at the time of this writing, is still in the process of nego- 
tiating with its Union AFSCME Local #2715 and it is hoped by the Board 
that an agreement will be reached in the near future. 


The Board at this time wishes to thank the members of the Hillsborough 
County Delegation, its Executive Committee and all of the County’s dedi- 
cated department heads and employees for their assistance in getting 
through a tough but good year.

1. Basis of presentation: 


The accounting policies of Hillsborough County conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles applicable to governmental operations. 


The following is a summary of significant accounting policies: 


In governmental type funds, revenues and expenditures are recognized 
on the modified accrual basis. Revenues are recorded when measurable and 
available. Expenditures are recorded when a liability is incurred. 


Trust and agency funds and the enterprise fund use the accrual method 
of accounting. 


Inventory of supplies is recorded at the lower of cost or market on a 
first-in, first-out basis. 


No accrual is made for vacation or sick pay since employees may not 
accumulate these amounts past the end of the fiscal period. 


2. General obligation debt service requirements: 


At June 30, 1982, the County had general obligation debt service re- 
quirements as follows: 


4.3% Courthouse Bonds, issued September 1, 1968, 
with $85,000 payable each year for 20 years. In- 
terest is payable March 1 and September 1 through 
the New England Merchants National Bank $ 595,000 


4.8% Nursing Home Bonds dated October 1, 1976 

and issued December 7, 1976, with $420,000 

payable each year for 15 years. Interest is payable 

April 1 and October 1 through the Shawmut 

Bank of Boston, N.A. 4,200,000 
7.375% House of Correction Bonds dated May 1, 

1980, with $70,000 payable each year for 5 years. 

Interest is payable May 1 and November 1 

through the Merchants National Bank 210,000

3. Retirement plan: 


Hillsborough County is a member of the New Hampshire Retirement 
Plan which covers substantially all employees. Under this plan, the County 
makes contributions actuarily determined by the State. 


4. Enterprise fund: 


Prior to July 1, 1979, the County reported the operations of the County 
Nursing Home through the general fund. Beginning in the year ended June 
30, 1981, the County began reflecting these operations in an enterprise fund 
as required by generally accepted accounting principles. This change re- 
quired a statement of changes in financial position to be presented. How- 
ever, because of the method of reporting in previous years, certain informa- 
tion is not readily available. As such, the statement of changes for the year 
ended June 30, 1981 has not been presented. 


5. Reclassifications: 


As of June 30, 1980, the principal balance of the nursing home bonds 
and the related payments of interest for the year then ended were recorded 
as a liability and expenditure, respectively, of the enterprise fund. However, 
because these general obligation bonds are effectively being repaid from the 
general fund and not from the operations of the enterprise fund, the bonds 
are a liability of the general fund. The general fund contribution in the 
equity section of the enterprise fund represents amounts spent on behalf of 
the enterprise fund for property, plant and equipment less the related accu- 
mulated depreciation. The memorandum totals as of June 30, 1981 and for 
the year then ended have been adjusted to reflect the change. 


As of June 30, 1981, the revenue sharing funds had been reported in an 
expendable trust fund instead of the general fund. Consequently, the July 1, 
1981 fund balance of the general fund was adjusted to include the fund 
balance of the expendable trust fund. 


6. Legal proceedings: 


The County has been named as defendant in several legal cases which 
seek aggregate damages in excess of the existing insurance coverage. No 
discovery or legal proceedings have been conducted and it is not yet possible 
to assess the merits of the plaintiffs’ claims.

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SHERIFF’S ANNUAL REPORT ON FISCAL YEAR 1982 


After a nearly completed term of office, I look back on two years of 
productive growth as Sheriff of Hillsborough County. Some of my goals 
were realized while others were put aside by the legislative budget process. 
The net effect however is positive, and with the help of my able staff, we 
will continue to make progress in the direction of professional service on 
behalf of all citizens of Hillsborough County. 


While it was necessary to institute changes to achieve the present level 
of efficiency, the basic principles of my administration remained constant. 
The primary goal set from the beginning was that the Sheriff Department 
shall honor all of its responsibility rather than attempt to please any special 
interest group. The total job falls into three basic subdivisions: 


1. CIVIL DIVISION 


This group consists of regular and fee deputies who serve all civil 
process (which is essentially the certified delivery of various docu- 
ments generated by the legal community.) perform executions of 
judgements (which is the recovery of value in debt related cases) 
and restore landlords in their possessions when ordered by the 
court. 


2. CRIMINAL DIVISION 


This group consists of regular and special deputies who perform 
work commanded by the Superior and District Courts of the coun- 
ty. Their responsibilities include the apprehension of persons for 
whom the Courts issued arrest warrants, and the transportation of 
prisoners between the various detention facilities and the Courts. 
The responsibilities of this division are carried out entirely by sala- 
ried deputies. And while this work produces results expressible in 
dollars, the money benefits the interested plaintiffs, directly and 
does not appear as a revenue credit to the county. The work of the 
Criminal Division benefits the entire county by returning over a 
million dollars annually to creditors, the court, the county welfare 
department and other people who must resort to the courts to re- 
cover money owed to them. The Sheriff has sole responsibility to 
carry out this work, and if this department should fail to do it, the 
the county is short changed. I therefore will continue to maintain 
the Criminal Division at its present level of priority because the 
word ‘‘county’’ means all citizens of our towns and cities, before it 
means county government. 


3. COURT SECURITY DIVISION 


This is perhaps the least complex of the Sheriffs responsibilities but 
one which never the less requires consistent funding and super- 
vision. Regular and part-time bailiffs have done an excellent job in 
assuring the security and decorum of the Court. 


A 


I must make special mention of the retirement of Lieutenant John 
Glennon. He served as Chief Bailiff with distinction and we all 
wish him well. 


After some administrative adjustments and cooperative work with the 
subcommittee of the county delegation, the first professional organizational 
system was established in the history of this department. (See appendix A.) 


Consistent with the new chain of command, it became possible to apply 
professional standards to personnel. The regular deputies meet certification 
requirements as set by state law, and the department now has the benefit of 
deputies with academic credentials substantially beyond the minimum re- 
quirements. In addition, the special deputies are currently scheduled to 
attend the Hillsborough County Sheriff Department Special Officer Certifi- 
cation School initiated to qualify them under the requirements of state law. I 
firmly believe in the educated law enforcement officer and to do any less 
than set high goals and standards would be to deprive the citizens of the 
county of a fair return on their trust and taxes. 


Constant monitoring of the assigned work indicates that the overall 
volume of work to be performed is increasing at a steady upward rate in all 
divisions, especially in the area of civil litigation. A year ago, this depart- 
ment processed 364 writs per week, that average now is 394 per week which 
represents an 8% increase. On annual basis the department can expect to go 
from 19,000 writs per year to well over 20,000. At the same time the demand 
for services from the Criminal Division also increased sharply. While some 
of these increases are due to the various factors relating to the overall 
economy of the state, it is clear, that a natural progression would occur due 
to a normal increase in the population of the county.

Analysis indicates that while the tax cost of the department was 
$369,900. for fiscal year 1982, the actual return by the department as a 
result of the criminal program was $511,037. which is cost effective for the 
tax payer. 


The moneys generated by the Criminal Division are not reflected in the 
budgetary process as the benefits are transmitted directly to appropriate 
parties. (Welfare department, custodial parents, creditors, courts, etc.) Since 
this activity is funded by taxes but its returns produce no revenues to the 
county government, quite a bit of controversy surrounds the question of the 
Sheriffs involvement in this program. In the minds of some, there exists the 
notion that the Sheriff can pick and choose what commands he would honor 
and what law to ignore. But it should be remembered that the Sheriff is 
commanded by the Court to carry out these duties, and that it would be an 
insult to the taxpayers, the court and the county to do other than the letter 
and intent of the law. The integrated benefit of such programming is the 
arrest record below:

In summary, this department performed its duties in all areas com- 
manded by law, served all civil process, completed significant volume of 
arrest (all commanded by the Court) and recovered moneys due to plaintiffs, 
welfare and courts, preserved the security of the Court and transported 
detained persons for all towns of the County. 


There was added to my responsibilities a new one this year: courthouse 
security as distinct from the duties of the bailiffs. After a series of incidents 
at the courthouse including assaults, armed threats by a felon and other like 
events, I determined that the well being of all people at the courthouse must 
be secured and accordingly instituted the appropriate measures even as the 
department was not funded for it. During the budget process it appeared, 
that while my total program overwhelmed the legislative capacity to 
appropriate, at least the delegation was ready to assure the security of the 
people working at the courthouse by adding a new position to my roster of 
regular deputies. And the delegation did indeed approve the position but 
when the salary amounts were compared with the previous year, I found 
actually less money in my new budget to cover more people. In any event the 
service will continue, wisdom by committee notwithstanding. 


In summary I wish to restate that I remain committed to the 
proposition that the Sheriff must perform all the duties and responsibilities 
assigned by law and custom and that a professionally staffed organization is 
essential for cost effective service. 


As soon as possible, the anticipated and irresponsible fee system must 
be eliminated by the legislature. Such a change has already occured in 
‘several of our counties and some states have totally abolished it by act of the 
General Assembly. From the beginning I advocated the replacement of the 
fee deputy system with a professionally staffed organization. It appears that 


pat fee 


during the deliberations of the budget for fiscal year 1983, it was not 
possible to act on this problem because the General Court was not in session 
tO pass appropriate legislation to parallel the funding program. No such 
restrictions will exist next year and elections notwithstanding, I urge 
legislators to move without delay to eliminate the fee system. 


Finally I thank the many people in or out of the Hillsborough County 
government who supported me, and my staff in more ways than I can list.

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HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY — DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS 
1982 — REPORT 


The national trend toward change in the correctional field continued 
and intensified in Hillsborough County during 1982. Overcrowding, experi- 
enced during the previous year at times, became the rule at both the pre-trial 
and post-trial facilities. 


In 1981, the sentences to the House of Correction had increased in 
length by 79.6%. During 1982, such sentencing periods maintained pace, 
with an increase of 24.41% in persons sentenced, and an increase of 20.92% 
in man days. Females sentenced increased 116.78%, with an inmate day 
increase of 90.16%. 


The Jail experienced an 18.18% increase in the average daily popula- 
tion; man-days increased by 13.9%. 


The longer sentences, combined with greater numbers of inmates being 
sentenced, backed up to the point of increasing the average daily popula- 
tion. Instead of having periods where the population at the House of Cor- 
rection approached 100, the average daily census remained between 100 and 
120. There have been several times during the past year when the total 
system population approached 200. 


The Jail Study Committee has continued its examination of the cor- 
rectional system in the county. A feasibility study was completed by Walker, 
McGough, Folty and Lyerla of Spokane, Washington, describing the system 
and various alternatives for rebuilding and/or retrofitting the present facili- 
ties. The Committee recommended to the County that a new 210 bed facility 
be constructed in Goffstown next to the site of the new House of Correc- 
tion, to include both post-trial and pre-trial incarcerants. 


I would like to express my gratitude to the County Commissioners, the 
Delegation, my staff and the inmates for the continued support I have 
received.

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY ATTORNEY 
1981-1982 ANNUAL REPORT 


During the past fiscal year the Hillsborough County Attorney’s Office 
continued to keep up with the increased criminal case load pending in the 
Hillsborough County Superior Court. 


A total of 1192 indictments were returned during the period July 1, 
1981 through June 30, 1982. A total of 914 misdemeanor and violation 
appeals were also entered onto the Superior Court docket during the same 
period. The number of indictments returned by the Grand Jury this past 
fiscal year highlights a 62% increase in the felony caseload during the past 
two (2) years. 


My staff has been doing its best to keep up with this heavy caseload. 
During the past fiscal year, 1112 felony cases were resolved as were 572 mis- 
demeanors and 276 violations. These numbers of dispositions, totalling 
1960, compare favorably with the 2106 new cases added to the docket but 
they clearly reflect the fact that the size of the criminal docket is increasing. 


In an attempt to cope with this increasing caseload the Superior Court 
has again this past year scheduled criminal jury trials during the summer 
months. It has also reassigned many civil cases to judicial masters thereby 
freeing up more courtroom time and space for criminal cases. Criminal jury 
trials have been scheduled for every week of the past term of Court ef- 
fectively closing the door of the courtroom to civil litigants. 


During the upcoming year, I see the need for additional staff in my 
office. The Superior Court has recently adopted a set of guidelines to en- 
force the defendant’s rights to a speedy trial. In any case where an indict- 
ment has been pending for more than nine (9) months, the State will have to 
show good cause as to why the case ought not to be dismissed for lack of a 
speedy trial. For defendants who cannot make bail and are in jail, this 
speedy trial deadline is shortened to four (4) months. These new rules will 
put additional pressure onto the limited resources of my office. 


In short, my office has kept up during the past year with the rapidly 
rising number of pending criminal prosecutions. To continue to do so, how- 
ever, given the public’s demand for the effective enforcement of the law, 
will require the allocation of additional resources to the Hillsborough 
County Attorney’s Office during the upcoming year.

FISCAL YEAR 1982 


To The Honorable Board of Hillsborough County Commissioners: 


During the fiscal year 1982, the office of the Registry of Deeds was able 
to commence several greatly needed projects, in addition to turning over to 
the County a gross income of $413,616.37. 


My decision to purchase a camera was made after considerable research 
and study. The security of the recorded documents is essential. The ac- 
quisition of the camera will make it possible for us to microfilm the records 
in house, thus saving the County thousands of dollars. Hopefully, we will be 
able to offer our microfilming services to other departments in the county in 
the future — another savings. Also, copies produced from the microfilm by 
the reader-printer will afford one more opportunity to improve the services 
offered and increase the income received by this office. 


I feel that during this fiscal year, the Hillsborough County Registry of 
Deeds has made considerable progress on my program of preservation as 
well as facilitating the work of those citizens who have an opportunity to use 
this public office. All that was accomplished was made possible by the 
dedicated efforts of my office staff, by the cooperation received from the 
office of the Commissioners and from the county delegation members.
